California Judge Decides He Has Ju- 
risdiction In Murder Case. 


LOS ANGELES, July 7.—Judge Bordwell 
handed down a decision late to-day hold- 
ing that his court+had jurisdiction to try 
John J. McNamara. on murder . charges 
gtowing out of the destruction of the 
Times plant Oct. 1, 1910, overruling a plea 
entered on behalf of the labor leader.

LIABLE FOR CITY BLASTING. 


Conviction of Manslaughter Against 
“Contractor Upheld. 


Liability of persons in charge of blast- 
ing operations within the ‘city limits was 
defined by the Appellate. Division of the 
Supreme Court yesterday in affirming the 
conviction of Eugene Clemente*for man- 
slaughter in the second cegree, Clemente 
was sentenced to not less than three 
years and one month in Sing Sing.

RECALLS COURT HOUSE BILL. 


Legislature to Amend It to Meet 
Mayor Gaynor’s Approval. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 7.—The. Legislature to- 

day, acting on the recommendation -of 
Mayor Gaynor, recalled the Stilwell Court 
House Site bill from ‘the Mayor to amend 
it so that the power to select a site for 
the’ new court building shall be plated 
in the Board of Estimate. It is the inten- 
tion of the Legislature to give the board 
six months in which to select a site. If 
no action is taken at the end of six 
months, then the power to select a site is 
to be given wholly to the Court House 
Com on. 
Under the present law the Court House

LIVELY CUBAN POLITICS. 

‘With the recurrence of rumors of dis- 
quiet in Cuba, we must not forget that 
the Cubans gre still novices in the art 
of self-government, and that political 
friction is inevitable in the best ordered 
communities. Cuba has, proportion- 
ately, as large a share of politicians“as 
any other Latin-American country, and 
competition for place and patronage is 
very keen. . President Gommz seems to 
have made ea host of enemies, and 
charges of all sorta against him are in- 
evitable. The general elections do not 
occur until next year, and there will be 
a great deal of picturesque and sensa-~- 
tional campaigning. 

President Gommz may or may not run 
again for the Chiet Executive office, 
but we do not believe that our Govern- 
ment at Washington has taken a single 
step toward interference in this matter. 
There would be no possible excuse for 
such interference. Charges of “ graft” 
and disingenuousness against the Presi- 
dent do not necessarily indicate that a 
revolution is impending. To be sure, 
revolutions are quickly developed in 
Cuba,..but -for three years the island 
has been peaceful and. prosperous, its 
.merchants have been thriving, and as a 
class they discountenance political in- 
triguing and: uphold the law. 

Cuba is in a fair. way to prove ts 
right to the enjoyment of self-govern- 
ment. Its people are learning to adjust 
political differences without the em- 
ployment of rifle and machete. They 
deserve encouragement. Undoubtedly, 
the tactics of the “ opposition,” which 
seems to be united only in antagonism 
to the Government, are iriteresting. 
Political disturbances are never quelled 
by suppressing the facts about them. 
Guba from time to time is bound to be 
conspicuous in the world’s news. But 
Wwe see no alarming signs of danger Ao 
the stability of the young republic.

Cholera is said to be raging at Palermo 
and Messina, though Government re- 
ports ignore ft‘and news correspondents 
are cautioned not to mention it. 

Italy does not treat the rest of the 
world fairly. She should keep her 
criminals at home, as we have quite 


~jenough of our own breeding to con- 


tend with. She should quarantine’ her 
ports againkt infection, and when con- 
tagious disease gets a foothold should 
endeavor to suppress it by modern aci- 
entific means. We are not going to 
have a cholera scare here this year, 
and we are not a bit afraid of an epi- 
demic. We have the means of preven- 
tion well in hand. - Rut Italy’s ocare- 
lessness is not .the less -objectionable 
on that account.

THE STREET CLEANERS. 

Mayor Garnor has -acted promptly 
and wisely in advising Commissioner 
Hpwarps to discharge the garbagemen, 
if they strike, “and never take them 
back.” 

The drivers and collectors of rubbish 
and garbage employed by the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning are a pam- 
pered lot: When they went on strike, 
three Summers ago, allowing the refuse 
to accumulate in the streets and base- 
ments of the city, so thdt its health 
was menaced, one of ‘their grievances 
was that they were not permitted to do 
their work in the cool hours of the 
night. Now they are getting night 
work and better pay than they had. 
Their appreciation of the changed con- 
ditions manifests itself in making the 
night hideous with shouts, the wanton 
rattling of cans, the smashing of bot- 
tles in courts and alleyways, and in.a 
demand for the abolition of the night 
work, together with threats of another 
strike. They are unskilled laborers, 
yet they thave an eight-hour day, and 
they want, in addition, vacations at 
the city’s expense. 

Why not do away with a large por- 
tion of this unskilled labor? When 
servants become scarce and impudent, 
the prudent housewife looks about for 
mechanical inventions that may sup- 
plant this grudging service. Manhat- 
tan Island is surrounded with waters. 
that are inexhaustible in their supplies 
for flushing. the streets. The dust of 
the streets might daily be flushed into} 
the sewer openings by the instrumen- 
tality of pumping stations. The sta- 
tione could, be installed economically. 
The streets are now filled with dust; 
if flushed from the North River and 
from the-Hast River, there would be 
no dust and less disease, and the de- 
partment would need fewer drivers. 
The work of collecting garbage might 
be systeinatized and simplified by. 
doubling the number of containers, 
the full set being carted directly to 
the dumps, the empty set supplanting 
it. This method would minimize the 
noise and dust of handling, and would 
require a. smaller force of handlers. 

The drivers and collectors are imbued 
with anything. but a civic spirit in fo- 
menting a strike during the heat of 
Summer. If their places could not be 
filled «with fresh, -unskilled _ la) rs, 
[their employment of such tac ht 
precipitate a dangerous eondition men- | 
acing the health of the community. 
Their threats should cease and their 
behavior-should be bettered.

UNCORRECTED TEMPERATURES. 


Calis Weather Bureau’s Attention to 
Errors of Changed Location. 


To the Editor of-Phe New York Times: 

When there are no standards of comparison 
how can there be any proper Giscussion of 
“* heat records? ”* 

New York City Weather Observatory of the 
Government Service has changed its location’ 
three times in the last ten years, each time 
getting closer to the East and North River 
air currents and each time taking a higher al- 
titude, and yet the Weather Bureau goes com- 
Placently on, comparing uncorrected temper- 
atures as though they were all taken under 
the same conditions, It is not rational, Either 
certain corrections for these changes in location 
must be made, which would be some figur- 
ing, or at least attention should be called to 
the probable error of comparison, if not its 
magnitude, j 

Real comparisons can only be made in loea- 
tions such as Dr. Draper's, in Central Park, 
where the same conditions may be maintained 
for years, and I am not gure but that it would 
be good practice to erect/a tower in the park 
as far from all changing influences as possible, 
where after a certain number of years we 
can start to make comparisons with observa- 
tions from the time of its institution on, that 
we know will be authentic comparisons. 

In this connection it might be well to won- 
Ger why it is that we have to wait for a 
cold wave or heat relief to start from Morth 
Dakota, when it is clearly demonstrated that 
we have sero weather about a mile above us 
and that the Western sainmakers ve con- 
sistently obtained relief from these upper strata 
by the use of dynamite exploded at great 
height.

"HSHING PILOT, DEAD 


«| Since 1865 He Had Been Taking 
- New Yorkers Down the Bay 
on*Daily Trips. 


rs. KNEW ALL FEEDING HOLES 


Had Been I!l for Over a Year and 
Stroke of Paralysie Caused His 
Death—Known to Many Thousands.. 


Wishermen all over the city yesterday 
mourned the death of Capt. ‘‘Al” Fos- 
ter, whose fishing steamer Angler has 
been taking New Yorkers down to the 
lower bay every day for the last twenty- 
three years. .Capt Foster died early 
Thursday: morning at his home, 667 East 
1684 Street, where he has been confined 
with bronchitis for the lagt fifteen 
months, He had a stroke of paralysis 
last week which chastened his end. He 
was 60 years old. : 

In his forty-six. years as Captain of 
New York fishing steamers Al Foster 


-}had become one of the city’s best-known 


men. Probably 100,000 persons in the 
city, through their trips-to the —* 
banks on his excursion boat, knew him 

by sight. In their memories he will al- 
ways be pictured leaning out of the pilot 
house, his gray head covered by @ broad- 
brimmaed bigck campaign hat and a kind- 
ly, watchful eye on the fortunes of his 
boatful of fishermen. \ 

Perhaps the day’s fishing wouldn't be 
good, and the 500 aboard would give signs 
of doubt as to whether tha trip, fishing 
line and bait included, had ly been 
worth a dollar, . 

“Not catching anything?” Capt Al 
would sympathetically. ‘“ Must 
be your fault I know that if I 
cast over there (indicating an imaginary 
spot of the waves of the lower bay with 
his forefinger) “I can bring something 
up.”

EDWARD DICEY DEAD. 


Author and Journalist Dies in London, 
Aged 79. 


LONDON, July 7.—Edward Dicey, the 
author and journalist, {is dead. He was 
born in 1832. - 


Edward Dicey was the son of T. E. 
Dicey of Claybhrook Hall, Leicestershire, 
and was educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and called to the bar in 1875. 
During his career as a barrister Mr. 
Dicey o¢cupied a great part of hig time 
in literary and journalistic work. “He. 
was at one time connected with The 
London Daily Telegraph, and from 1870 
to 1889 was the editor of The Observer. 
He was a strong advocate of the annexa- 
tion of Egypt.
